Mansfield Says Presi- 
dent May Ask Con- 
gress for Plan Calling 


for More Sharing of 
Burden. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
President Kennedy may ask 
Congress soon to authorize a 
five-year foreign aid program 
aimed at inducing other free na- 
tions to share more of the 
burden, Senator Mike Mansfield, 
(Dem.), Montana, said today. 

Mansfield, the Senate’s major- 
ity leader, said he expects Mr. 
Kennedy to reshape the entire 
program. He will be surprised, 
the Senator said in an _ inter- 
view, if Mr. Kennedy increases 
the 4 billion dollar budget re- 
quest of former President Eisen- 
hower in this field. 

Mansfield said that as he un- 
derstands it, the long-range pro- 
gram would be based primarily 
on development loans and tech- 
nical assistance for countries 
which have gained independence 
recently. He said he expects a 
cutback in military aid. 

“Under this program there 
would be more sharing of the 
burden by the western European 
nations and by Japan,” Mans- 
field said. ‘‘These countries are 
amply able now to contribute to 
the development of their less 
fortunate world neighbors.” 

Planning Needed. 

The State Department reported 
six months ago that the United 
States and 14 other industrialized 
countries of the free world had 
poured 18 billion dollars worth 
of economic aid into underde- 
veloped nations in the previous 
six years. The American total 
was more than 12 billion dollars. 

The Democratic leader said he 
is convinced that only by long- 
range planning can other free 
nations be attracted to. join in 
the program. He said these na- 
tions want to know what is going 
to be done and how much it will 
cost before they come in. 

“If we plan farther ahead 
than we have been doing, I think 
the net effect will be that we 
will be able to reduce appropria- 
tions in this field,’’ he said. 

Flexibility Urged. 
Mr. Kennedy asked in his State 


flexibility in the program 
meet short-term | 
more commitments to long-term | 
development and ‘‘new attention 
to education at all levels.’’ 

He asked for standby authority 
to help Communist countries in 
eastern Europe with loans and 
grants, if that action should be 
found to be in the best interests 
of the United States. He said he 
hopes to explore with Poland 
the possibility of using $365,000,- 
000 worth of frozen assets in 
this country on “projects for 
peace” in Poland. Informal talks 
have started with Polish repre- 
sentatives, but still are in the 
exploratory stage. 

Congressional authorization for 
e@ long-range program ‘would 
eliminate some of the double 
jeopardy to which the foreign 
aid program is subjected when 
it is submitted yearly to Con- 
gress. 

Two Chances for Opponents. 

As it now stands, the program 
has to be authorized by vote of 
both Houses. After this action 
has been taken, Congress then 
must supply the actual funds. 
This gives opponents of the pro- 
gram two cuts at it. 

As a senator, Mr. Kennedy 
supported a proposal two years 
ago to authorize the development 
loan fund to borrow from the 
Treasury up to one billion dol- 
Jars a year for five years.

37 ARE KILLED 
BY AVALANCHES 
IN ITALIAN ALPS 


ROME, Feb. 6 (AP)—Sunny, 
springlike weather coming after 
snowstorms has brought great 
masses of snow tumbling down 
from the high peaks in the Alps. 
Highways and railroads are 
blocked, mountain villages iso- 
lated and at least 37 persons 
have been killed. 


Two giant avalanches 60 miles 
apart killed eight persons yes- 
terday in Italy’s northern moun- 
tains. Tons of snow .smashed 
down on the village of Roche- 
molles, 6100 feet up on Mount 
Mellisse on the Italian- French 
border. Rescuers dug out seven 
injured persons from _ houses 
shattered by the snow. Bodies 
of two men and two women 
were found.

The legislation, under which 
either Senate or House may re- 
ject a presidential reorganization 
plan, would make it possible for 
President Kennedy to create a 
new Department of Housing and 
Urban Affairs, which he advo- 
cated in his State of the Union 
message. 

There has been speculation that 
Robert C. Weaver, Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s nominee as administrator 
of the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, might be picked to head 
the new department. Weaver is 
a New York housing agency 
executive. 

His nomination for that post 
comes up for a hearing before 
the Senate Banking Committee 
tomorrow. Tihe chairman, Sena- 
tor A. Willis Roberston (Dem.), 
Virginia, is opposed to the nomi- 
nation. But there are indications 
it will win approval.

"HE GOLD OUTFLOW of the 
past three years has dramat- 


ically focused world atten-| 


tion on a fundamental change 
that has been occurring in the 


| economic position of the United | 


States. Our balance of payments | 
— the accounting which shows | 
the result of all of our trade and 


financial relations with the out- | 


side world — has become one of 
| the key factors in our national 
economic life. Mainly because 
that balance of payments has 
been in deficit we have lost 
gold. 

This loss of gold is naturally 
important to us, but it also con-

trade. We must therefore man- 


age our balance of payments in | 


accordance with our responsi- 
bilities.

1. The United States official 
dollar price of gold can and 
will be maintained at $35 an 
ounce.

The 
chief engineer and a mate were 
wounded, and the second en- 
gineer was killed. 

Capt. Willetts and most of his 
crew were put ashore off the 


| coast of Maine. 


A United States gunboat fin 
ally ran the Chesapeake down 
near Halifax, N.S. Braine and 
his men escaped but they later 
were arrested and charged with 
piracy.

We are concerned with the pro- 
widening of Fourteenth street 
tween, Olive and St. Charles. 


City planning calls for gaining of 
e desired street width of 54 feet 
by narrowing the sidewalk on the 
west side of Fourteenth from the 
present 12 to 9 feet; and slicing 
12 feet off the Public Library balus- 
traded level and grounds and a like 
]2 feet off Lucas Garden. 


We are objecting to cutting any- 
thing off the Library and to cutting 
anything off Lucas Garden, as be- 
ing morally wrong, probably legally 
wrong, and in any case against the 
interests of St. Louis and St. Louis- 
ans, present and future. Further- 
more, it is unnecessary. 


But leaving the Library and Lu- 
cas Garden alone the added width 
to the street can be acquired en- 
tirely on the west. This will mean 
a swing in the street as Olive is ap- 
proached from the south, but this 
means nothing as it is preceded 
by two other offsets and one angle 
in the street between Market street 
and Olive. 

This will also mean either the 
slicing off of a bay, or removal, of 
a rather old manufacturing and loft 
building on the west side of Four- 
teenth, south of Locust. Without 
wishing to cast reflection on this 
building, nor being unmindful that 
it is €x-paying property, clearly it 
is now out of cast with the neigh- 
borhood. Indeed the proposals of 
the City Plan Commission show this 
building eliminated. 


Our proposal then, is just to wait 
until this one obstacle to widening 
of Fourteenth is gone, or if widen- 
ing is thought to be imperative at 
once, to take the bay off it. 

As to merits of Landmarks posi- 
tion, we point out that the Library, 
as a total architectural conception 
by the great architect, Cass Gil- 
bert, includes all the ground and 
- wide balustraded area along Four- 
teenth street and that any slicing 
off is simply heedless butchery. 


When it comes to Lucas Garden, 
the matter is even more serious. 
James H. Lucas wanted to give a 
monument for hig parents. He 
wisely decided that rather than a 
thing of stone or bronze it would 
be better to give a park. Thus, in 
in 1857 he gave this park, known as 
Lucas Garden. Now had he given 
a monument of stone or bronze, no 
one would think of chopping off a 
foot or arm. 


We submit that it is just as mu- 
tilating, and as much an act of 
mayhem, to take any area off this 
park, so given as a monument, and 
that it would be an insensitive 
breach of trust to do so. Lucas 
Garden, given with such foresight 
over a hundred years ago, is one of 
the few open spaces in downtown 
St. Louis,

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For Tomorrow’s Missouri 


Missouri desperately needs two reforms to 
assure state government of the leadership and 
attention it merits today and will require to- 
morrow. Both of these have now been com- 
bined in one suggested constitutional amend- 
ment by a House committee. 

One proposal would permit Governors to 
succeed themselves. The other would provide 
for off-year elections of Governors and four 
other top state officers. 

Missouri's constitutional rule against allow- 
ing Governors to run for consecutive terms 
goes back 140 years to a fear that chief exec- 
utives might become too powerful. That fear 
became an anomaly long ago. Governors have 
been left too weak to exercise complete exec- 
utive leadership. Their weakness results from 
lack of patronage and legislative influence in 
the second half of their terms, when every- 
one knows they are “on the way out,” never 
to return. 

The other side of executive frustration is 
frustration of the public will. Even if the 
people decided that a Governor was worthy 
of a second term, they could not elect him to 
it. The proposed amendment would restrict 
executives to two terms, which still limits the 
public’s freedom of choice. But the prospect 
of two terms would be far better than one in 
assuring the effectiveness of Missouri’s high- 
est officers. 

Presumably the sponsors kept to a two- 
term limit in fear of organized opposition 
from professional politicians to anything more 
than that. The professionals might also ob- 
ject to the second part of the amendment, 
allowing state elections to fall between presi- 
dential years. The prospect of riding into 
office on a national ticket has always ap- 
pealed to the pros. 

Yet the relative lack of such coat-tail rid- 
ing is one of the recent facts of Missouri po- 
litical life. The state ticket has often led 
the national candidates in this state. Di- 
vorcing the state election from the national 
seems unlikely to affect local candidates 
much, It remains the best way of assuring 
public interest in state issues and candidates. 

The authors of the proposed amendment 
are Representatives James G. Trimble, Clay 
county Democrat, and Robert E. Young, Jas- 
per county Republican. They deserve state- 
wide congratulations for proposing it, and 
the House Constitutional Amendments Com- 
mittee merits as much for approving it. If 
the Legislature concurs, as it should, Mis- 
sourians will be able to vote next year for 

a stronger government for the future. 


Unemployment in St. Louis 


Unemployment in the St. Louis area—the 
city, St. Louis,. Jefferson and St. Charles 
counties in Missouri, and Madison and St. 
Clair counties in Illinois—reached 72,700 on 
Jan. 20. This is not quite as bad as the early 
months of 1958, but it is 8.4 per cent of the 
labor force, and it indicates a rise of 46.9 per 
cent since Nov. 15. More graphically, one in 
every 12 workers is without a job. It is hardly 
solacing to know that the situation here is 
roughly the same as in the nation as a whole. 


As the weather turns warmer, construction 
will get under way again, the breweries and 
soft-drink bottlers will step up their pace, 
Washington Avenue will sew up spring 
dresses and summer swim suits. Yet an- 
nouncements such as that of the Ford Motor 
Co., shut down since Jan. 13, that it will re- 
sume operations a week hence with 
300 fewer employes cause concern about a 
lag in the economy and also about the de- 
velopment of a hard core of local unemploy- 
ment. The latter is underscored by the 
sharp increase in the number of those who 
have exhausted their unemployment benefits. 

Missouri certainly should act promptly to 
take advantage of such national emergency 
measures as the extension of unemployment 
benefits. Careful studies are in order so that 
training programs may be set up to adapt to 
the new industrial pattern. And those in a 
position to do so should work to speed up 
economic growth. | 

That is easier said than done, so St. Louis 
may be grateful that it is embarking on sev- 
eral large-scale “‘public sector” projects, not- 
ably the reconstruction of the Mill Creek, 
Murphy, Tandy and Stadium neighborhoods. 


Peace Plan for The Congo 


It may well be that the Stevenson recom- 
mendations regarding The Congo were circu- 
lated over the weekend to get reactions to 
them. The proposals, if adopted, would keep 
the big powers out of The Congo and would 
give the Congolese a new opportunity to 
establish a stable government. They also 
would ease the task of Secretary General 
Hammarskjold and the United Nations force 
now in the former Belgian colony. 

The Kremlin has been supporting deposed 
Premier Lumumba more overtly than the 
Eisenhower Administration sided with Presi- 
dent Kasavubu. Lumumba’s supporters have 
been asking that the parliament be recalled 
since they feel sure a majority of the mem- 
bers still are loyal to him. It remains a ques- 
tion, however, whether the Russians would 
accept this merely as a device for getting 
their man into power and thus strengthening 
their position. 

If the Russians, the Belgians and other 
outsiders agreed to keep hands off, a recon- 
vening of the parliament would offer an 
opportunity for a compromise regime in 
which the leading factions would be repre- 
sented. The release of political prisoners 
ought to clear the atmosphere for this. And 
the disarming of the factional forces would 
assure an agreement by negotiation rather 
than by force of arms. With the consent of 
the rivals, the U.N. force could police the 
stacking of arms. The U.N., of course, could 
not order it on its own initiative since that 
would be interfering in internal affairs. 

Yet when “internal affairs” actually means 
civil war, all parties concerned should be 
eager for a better solution. The interested 
African and Asian governments should be 
most eager for a settlement obtained short 
of forcing out the U.N. troops and theh having 
the Congolese fight it out. Disorder already 
has been sadly costly, and out-and-out war 
would be tragic. 


It is possible that the Kremlin, in its desire 


for good relations with the new Administra- 
tion in Washington, may be ready for an 
accommodation. Belgian interests by now 
ought to be rather tired of their dangerous 
and seemingly unrewarding activities. Other 
governments hardly can desire anything else 
than peace and fair play. And the Congolese 
most of all should want an end of bloodshed 
and a chance to make something of inde 
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pendence. The Stevenson proposals can be 


the basis of an equitable settlement. They 
point to what is best for all, provided it is 
wanted by all. They put the Congolese prob- 
lem to the test of good sense. : 


New Frontier in Defense 

Unquestionably one of the most exacting 
tasks in the new Administration is that of 
Robert S. McNamara, who within little more 
than a month must lay out the guidelines of 
a plan to improve the nation’s defense estab- 
lishment. 

What Mr. McNamara presents must blend 
with the economic, political and psycho- 
logical elements which are a part of any 
realistic and effective military policy. Tra- 
dition is almost certain to suffer heavily in 
the designing of a program suitable to a new 
epoch. Mr. Kennedy already has pointed the 
way for his Defense Secretary with such 
steps as speeding the Polaris submarine pro- 
gram simply by using money readily available 
to let contracts now and save nine months. 
Secretary McNamara, by at once ordering 53 
jet planes, has made a start on the military 
airlift problem which for years has been 
neglected. 

The long-range, land-based missiles are a 
more difficult problem. As contractors bore 
huge holes in the ground and pour concrete 
pads for Atlas and Titan liquid-fuel missiles, 
the solid-fuel Minuteman is testing out with 
amazing success. Solid fuel is far safer than 
liquid, allows instant firing, requires no un- 
usual care in storing and handling, eliminates 
need for all the pumps, tanks, pipes and 
valves which cause so many liquid-fuel mis- 
siles to malfunction. Will the Minuteman, 
which can be mounted on railroad cars, 
materialize quickly enough to permit cutting 
the Atlas and Titan program, with ensuing 
greater reliability and economy? 

There also is the major problem of the 
Nike Zeus anti-missile missile. The Zeus is 
the only such counter-weapon in development 
and its preliminary tests have been con- 
spicuously successful. Lack of funds has 
slowed its development. If the Zeus is to be 
pushed, total cost could rise to 8 billions. 

President Kennedy promised to “re-exam- 
ine and revise our whole arsenal of tools— 
military, economic and political.” The part 
that Secretary McNamara has to play sheds 
light on the enormity of the task which is 
imposed by military requirements. 


Yearning to Breathe Free 

President Kennedy’s new $4,000,000 pro- 
gram of aid for Cuban refugees can be ex- 
plained with statistics. There are more 
Cubans in the Miami area alone than there 
are Hungarian refugees in the entire United 
States. Or the plan can be explained in other 
terms: Cuban physicians becoming clerks, law- 
yers becoming truck drivers, other refugees 
simply becoming destitute. The Castro gov- 
ernment has sometimes tried to twist asylum 
for its outcasts into aid for its enemies, but 
that explanation simply does not fit. Inter- 
vention the United States must avoid. Refuge 
for the homeless and tempest-tossed is the 
invitation on the Statue of Liberty. 


McNary and Spot Zoning 

Supervisor McNary ought to uphold the 
public interest in proper land use by vetoing 
the Council’s ill-considered rezoning of a 
north county tract near Halls Ferry road and 
the Terminal Railroad tracks. Like some 34 
other zoning measures that the Democratic- 
controlled Council has passed and Mr. Mc- 
Nary has approved, this one has not been 
indorsed by the County Planning Commission. 
In its original form, in fact, it was disap- 
proved. It was then watered down, but the 
latter version was not even submitted to the 
Commission. So the Council acted without 
proper advice. 

A ringing veto by Mr. McNary might per- 
suade the spot-zoners in the Council to dis- 
pose of a couple of other land-use matters in 
accordance with the recommendation of the 
Planning Commission. One involves the re- 
newed request by the Village of Champ to 
annex 3100 acres of unincorporated territory 
despite the Commission’s objection. The other 
involves rezoning a 29-acre site near Hazel- 
wood High School for commercial purposes, 
although the Commission has persuasively 
shown that such action is neither necessary 
nor desirable. 

If Mr. McNary and the Councilmen intend 
to ignore the Planning Commission whenever 
somebody’s self-interest is at stake, then in 
all good conscience they ought to propose a 
Charter amendment to do away with the 
Commission and save the expense of its staff. 
Since the county is fortunate enough to have 
a Commission and a competent professional 
staff, it ought to make use of them. The way 
to start is for Mr. McNary to veto the Halls 
Ferry rezoning. 


Job Ahead on the SEC 

William L, Cary, President Kennedy’s selec- 
tion for chairman of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, will take on a serious 
enough problem in bringing his agency 
abreast of its expanding duties. Only a tenth 
of its work in passing on the financial back- 
ground of securities to be registered for sale 
is being done within the 20 days contem- 
plated by the law. This is “impeding the flow 
of new capital to the nation’s economy,” 
according to a report, commendatory for the 
most part, made by a private firm of man- 
agement consultants for the Bureau of the 
Budget. 

But Mr. Cary’s most serious problem will 
be to restore a public confidence and respect 
which dubious actions by his predecessors 
in the past several years have impaired. When 
Ralph Demmler was chairman he took part 
in conferences preparing the since-discredited 
Dixon-Yates contract although the contract 
was bound to come before his own agency 
for quasi-judicial judgment. When J. Sinclair 
Armstrong was chairman, at the behest of 
Sherman Adams. he took the unprecedented 
course of recessing a hearing, so that the 
House of Representatives was kept. unaware 
of the conflict of interest in the Dixon-Yates 
contract until it had voted legislation imple- 
menting that contract. 

These episodes brought into discredit an 
agency which had been performing a vital 
service, and on the whole performing it well, 
since 1934. Mr. Cary, a Columbia law pro- 
fessor, himself served on the SEC staff for 
two years, and so is no doubt particularly 
conscious that the commission’s most price- 
less asset is its reputation for the judicious 
conduct of it business, 
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“‘WHO’S LIVIN’?”

Relaxed, Tough and Practical, He knows the Arts of His Office

Mr. Burns, professor of political

The impression that Kennedy gives 
of calmness and even detachment in 
the very center of affairs was rein- 
forced the last time I saw him, just 
before Christmas, 


His Cabinet almost complete, he was 
meeting with Lyndon Johnson and 
other legislative leaders at his father’s 

rambling villa 
fronting the ocean 

The Mirror in Palm _ Beach. 

Reporters and 
of photographers sat 
around under palm 
trees in the patio. 
But by the swim- 
ming pool, where 
Kennedy worked, there was still not 
a document in sight, nor a single 
member of Kennedy’s staff. 


The President-elect strolled around 
the grounds with Johnson and a visit- 
ing newspaper publisher and his fam- 
ily. He escorted the visitors to the 
door; then took me over to a bright 
corner, stripped down to the waist— 
he is a sun lover—and talked with me 
in a leisurely manner about the job 
he would assume in a month’s time. 


Yes, he believed in being as accessi- 
ble as possible to men with fresh 
ideas. What was the good of ideas if 
they were not used? I asked him what 
he read; he ran through a string of 
newspapers and magazines, including 
an American liberal journal and an 
English weekly. He volunteered that 
he probably got more out of books, 
and less out of conversation, than 
Roosevelt did. 


I was struck once again by Kenne- 
dy’s engaging qualities. It is not 
charm, but an almost perfect simplict- 
ty and naturalness. It is also an in- 
terest in ideas. 


He catches the point instantly; and 
he does intellectuals the supreme trib- 
ute of knowing what they have written 
and even reading it. 


Yet, as the saying goes, he seems 
engaging rather than engaged. It is 
hard to see into those flat, impenetra- 
ble eyes. In this way he is like Roose- 
velt; it was always hard to find 
F.D.R.’s core.

But Roosevelt’s deceptions and cam- 
ouflages were carefully contrived; he 
loved to surprise and outwit people, 
to stage a ceremony, to. pull off little 
plots. Kennedy’s protective covering 
seems to be part of him, a natural ex- 
pression of his political personality, 
rather than something he has drawn 
over himself. 


The new President not only accepts 
new ideas; he welcomes them and he 
has deliberately contrived his Admin- 
istration to get them. 


By picking assistant secretaries be- 
fore the secretaries themselves, by 
selecting staff aids who are at odds 
doctrinally with department. chiefs, he 
has insured his accessibility to a wide 
range of men and views. 


He has asked men working on the 
game problem not to get together; he 
does not want a “mesh of things” if 
the price is crowding out fresh notions. 


In this sense he is a professional 
politician as Roosevelt was—not in the 
sense of the old party boss of a city 
machine, but in his grasp of the re- 
lations. of ideas to politics, as well as 
in his timing, his adroit saving and 
spending of his political influence, his 
understanding of when to strike the 
telling blow and when to hold back. 


I think that he has the sharpest and 
quickest mind of any President of this 
century, save Franklin Roosevelt. Like 
Roosevelt he knows that in America 
politics is the most curvilinear of the 
sciences, and that an effective Presi- 


dent must often take a rather rounde 
about route to his goals. 


Kennedy is a hard bargainer, a 
tough negotiator. Few will take ad- 
vantage of him. 


He is detached enough to appraise 
his own strength as realistically as he 
measures that of an adversary, 


In a job that calls imperatively for 
Machiavelli’s classic combination of 
the lion and the fox, Kennedy will 
demonstrate the dexterity and wiliness 
that enable the weaker animal to sur- 
vive. 

He is directly in the pragmatic tra- 
dition of most successful American 
Presidents. Progress in the new Ad- 
ministration may come not in the 
form of a few dramatic hammer blows 
but in a continuous series of short 
movements along a wide front. 


But will this be enough? Most of 
the time, yes. Despite his immense 
power, in his day-to-day job the Pres- 
ident is mainly a fulcrum of action, 
a focus for the give-and-take of poli- 
ticians and administrators. 


The President’s earlier opportunism 
itself might inhibit action, for he may 
have surrounded himself with the pru- 
dent rather than with the audacious, 
and his open administrative arrange- 
ments may have drawn him into a host 
of small enterprises. 


A year ago many who knew Kenne- 
dy were unsure of his capacity to rise 
above the opportune and the practical. 
The election campaign removed many 
of these doubts. 


Kennedy’s two books suggest his 
belief that in the long run the laurels 
go less to the prudent than to the 
brave. | 


No one can yet say whether he will 
ride the storm or let it toss him about. 
I am certainly only that he will be at 
the center of it.

Betw een Book En d S Civilization and the Eskimos 


PETER FREUCHEN’S ADVENTURES 
IN. THE ARCTIC, Edited by Dag- 
mar Freuchen, (Messner, 383 pgs., 
$4.95.) ' 
For the armchair traveler who en- 

joys reading about the hardships of 

daring explorers in the comfort of his 
warm room, this book is an invitation 
to share the ex- | 
citement and dan- 


his Eskimo friends 
over a period of 
several decades. 
Actually, this book 
is a sort of Freu- 
chen reader which 
combines excerpts ~ 
from his main 
work, “Arctic Ad- 
venture,” and _ Peter Freuchen 
other autobiographical accounts, edited 
by his widow. 
The result is a book which is replete 


with reports on exploratory trips as 
well as life and psychology of the Es- 


-kimos, but which lacks coherence and 


leaves far too many gaps to be filled 
out by the reader’s imagination. 


It seems that the main emphasis 
has been placed on the sensational. 
We hear very little of Freuchen’s ac- 
tual accomplishments. For instance, 
the report on the first Thule expedi- 
tion, together with Knud Rasmussen, 
does not go far beyond the statement 
that Freuchen was taking observa- 
tions, presumably geographic observa- 
tions. The report on the Wegener ex- 
pedition does not state the purpose of 
the group, namely to gather data on 
the thickness of the ice, In this re- 
spect, the book is unsatisfactory. 


Although the book contains nothing 
that was unknown before, it is quite 
interesting in its details on Eskimo 
life and behavior which give the 
reader a most intimate look at what 


goes on inside the igloo. Freuchen 
came to Greenland around the turn of 
the century, at a time when Eskimo 
life was still undisturbed by civiliza- 
tion. He learned about their ways by 
becoming a part of them, and his de- 
scriptions of Eskimo thinking, reac- 
tions and attitudes are very valuable. 
- When he returned to Greenland after 
World War I, he found things changed. 
His friendly, naive and brave Exkimogr

had become “civilized,” that is; they - 


had forgotten the ways of their 
fathers, they had lost the art of hunt- 
ing and fishing, some of them could 
no longer manage a kayak, while 
others were unable to build a snam 
house. Not that they had adopted thé 
white man’s economic world and be- 
come prosperous—far from it. They 
just found it easier to make a living 
with begging. A glimpse at. the In- 
dians in our own country shows that 
this experience is not particularly ex- 
ceptional.

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GLENN GOULD REARD 
IN TWO CONCERTOS 


Appears With Symphony in 
Opening Program of 
Beethoven Cycle. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


Glenn Gould gave extraordi- 
nary performances in two Bee- 
thoven piano concertos when he 
appeared as soloist with the St 
Louis Symphony Orchestra yes- 
terday afternoon at Kiel Audi- 
torium. The concert, the first of 
three in a cycle of Beethoven 
works, was conducted by Edou- 
ard Van Remoortel. 

Of the two concertos on vester- 
day’s program, the G Maior is 
certainly the more important and 
Gould's treatment of it gave evi- 
dence of its deeply evocative na- 
ture. Beginning with the short 
opening solo passage, which 
most pianists seem to think is 
a mere attention-caller, the solo- 
ist invested the music with a 
poetic significance both delicate 
and mysteriously fanciful. 

In all three movements he kept 
within a relatively narrow dy- 
namic range but exploited fully 
the expressive possibilities of 
shading and artfully managed 
time accents. The piano tone was 
beautiful but never bold. The in- 
numerable scale passages rip- 
pled like the flow of water. 
Every phrase seemed to have 
something of its own to say. 

What was missing was the con- 
vulsive Beethoven, the quality 
produced by the accumulation 
and release of tension, a quality 
expressed in all the composer's 
important works. The listener 
however felt no inadequacy; he 
was impressed by what was 
there — the feeling of spiritual 
exaltation, tranquility and, at 
times, resignation. 


In the slow movement, where 
the piano seems to be opposing 
the animal force of the orches- 
tra with only the resources of 
the spirit, Gould made a re- 
markable use of nuance. The 
music here had the true lyric 
cry. 

The orchestra under Conductor 
Van Remoortel had difficulties 
with co-ordination. It was slight- 
ly behind the soloist at times, 
and some of the sections made 
early entrances once or twice. 
It had a sense of life, however, 
and a coloring and a momentum 
that made it an effective comple- 
ment of the solo performance. 

In the first half of the pro- 
gram, Gould and the orchestra 
played the Beethoven Concerto 
No. 2 in B Flat Major. In this

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (UPI) 

TOM KITTEN, little Caroline 
Kennedy's new pet, follows a 
long line of more or less dis- 
tinguished animal residents of 
the White House. 


It is traditional for Presidents 
to be offered pets ranging from 
canaries to dogs the approximate 
size of dinosaurs. Most of them 
have liked animals and their 
furry, feathered or four-footed 
friends have become an intimate 
part of their lives in the big ex- 
ecutive mansion. 

The early Presidents 'went in 
for hunting dogs and riding 
horses, although there is. very 
little historical record of spe- 
cific names given the animals. 

‘‘Tom Kitten,’’ incidentally, is 
the name of a children’s book by 
Beatric Potter, author of ‘‘Peter 
Rabbit.” 

Not until the irrepressible 
Theodore Roosevelt and his 
equally irrepressible son, Quen- 
tin, did the White House take 
on the aspects of a highly pub- 
licized zoo. 

Quentin loved animals of all 
sizes, shapes, breeds and cate- 
gories—to the point of occasion- 
al embarrassment to the Presi- 
dent of the Unitted States. 


Quentin, who spent most. of 
his time in Washington pet 
shops, once brought home four 
large snakes to show his fa- 
ther. The gesture was admir- 
able but poorly timed. Quen- 
tin’s presentation ceremony 
consisted of dumping the 
snakes on a conference table

where a number of Senators 
and Representatives were sit- 
ting. The conference broke up, 
and there is reason to believe 
Quentin later received a 
spanking. 


Quentin’s three brothers were 
almost as fond of animals. An 
elephant was about the only 
thing they didn’t try to bring 
into the dignified executive man- 
sion. At various times during 
the Roosevelt Administration, the 
White House was occupied by 
canaries, turtles, rabbits, squir- 
rels, pigeons, frogs and a Shet- 
land pony. 

On one occasion, young Archie 
Roosevelt was sick and demand- 
ed a visit from his closest buddy. 
The “buddy” happened to be 
the pony. His brothers smug- 
gled the animal into the White 
House elevator, which then be- 
came stuck between floors. It 
took the entire Presidential staff 
and all available Secret Service 
men to remove pony and boys.

Watching Dad Come 
Out of His Shell — 


MIAMI, Feb. 6. 

HE IS BENT OVER THE SINK, washing the breakfast 
dishes. This gives me time to write. My father has been here 
a week. For a proper appreciation of what has happened, 
one must recognize that he is 77, has an auricular fibrillation, 
edema of lungs and an- 
kles, his feet shuffle 
slowly, his head is_in- 
clined, hair white, teeth 
new, eyes blue and twin- 
kling, manner courtly and 
diplomatic. 

When my mother died, 
over three years ago, 
John M. Bishop Sr. re- 
tired to his room in my 
sister's house. He seldom 
came out. The man who 
sits alone is in poor com- 
pany. He built up nerv- 
ousness, fears and, in ef- 
fect, marked time. Once, 
he had been a big solid 
man, a handsome, second- 
generation Irishman in the 
uniform of a_ police lieu- 
tenant. He weighed 254. 
Now he was a shrunken, 
skinny man of 139, watch- 
ing the clock and waiting 
for the hour to take the 
next pill. 

He was terrified of planes, afraid of trains, nervous in 
automobiles. I goaded him into leaving the room. My brother 
John shoved him on the train at Newark, N.J., and I met him 
the next day in Miami and yanked him off. I had no intention 
of babying him. I said: “If it is God’s will that you have to 
go, let Him take you in bright sunshine rather than in that 
stuffy room.”

Dad agreed. His leg muscles were so flabby that 
it hurt him to walk more than a block. The first night, 
I took him to the jai-alai games. When we got back 
to the Key Biscayne Hotel, he said he couldn't sleep 
without his pill. He was gone before he could reach 
for it. The next day, I asked him to play nine holes 
on a pitch and putt course. 


“Oh, no,”’ he said. Golf was 20 years behind him. I gave 
him an eight iron and a putter and dragged him out. He 
played and shot 44. The next morning, he was out by himself 
and shot 34. His snowy skin got red, then deep tan. We went 
everywhere together, even when I was working on a column. 
We toured Miami Beach at night, just to see the lights. 

We went.to a friend’s home for dinner. Dad was afraid 
that it would be too fashionable for him. He met an airline 
stewardess named Beverly, reached for the roast beef and her 
at the same time and, in an hour, he had promised to make 
his first flight on her plane. John was moving fast. 

They came over to my table. He had his arm around her. 
Beverly said: ‘‘Mr. Bishop, I have something important to 
say to you.” I looked up and said: ‘“‘No matter what you 
have to say, I’m not going to learn to call you mother.” It 
wasn’t that, she said. John had promised her to make a jet 
flight to New York. 

Sunday we went deep sea fishing. My father is afraid of 
the sea. He relaxed, held his face to the warm sun, ate as 
though food had been outlawed, and asked the captain numer- 
ous questions about the Gulf Stream. Monday, he played 18 
holes of golf and drove to Hialeah to visit Frank and Gail 
Gerace. He fell asleep watching television, 


Tuesday we went to Hialeah. He knew nothing of 
the horses, but would bet the whole wad—$2—on any- 
thing Bill Hartack was riding. He won $7, and got 
back to the hotel in time for a corned beef and cab- 
bage dinner. He was now averaging at least two 
miles a day on his feet. The pain in the calf muscles 
was almost gone. 


Wednesday, he visited the Sequarium, watched the por- 
poises spring out of the blue water, saw a 300-year-old turtle, 
and murmured: ‘‘My friend, you’ve got me by a few years.”’ 
At the airport, Dymond of National put my father in a Lock- 
heed Electra simulator (a real flight deck of a plane, built in 
a big room) and took him down an imaginary runway and up 
to 9000 feet, making twists and turns, through an electric 
storm with fake lightning on the front windows, and down to 
a safe landing. 

“If that’s all there is to it,’’ Dad said, “I'll change my 
mind. I'll fly.”’ We'll see. The next day, Tom Ferris and I 
played 18 holes at Key Colony. Dad drove the electric cart. 
He had never been in one. Later he went to a store, bought 
some wild sports shirts and a straw hat with a narrow beatnik 
brim, and said: ‘‘Whats next on the agenda?’’ 

He visited a physician, accompanied by a note from his 
northern doctor. The local doctor examined the tricky heart, 
searched for fluid in lungs and ankles. The doctor said: 
‘“‘He’s in good shape. Heart is all right and no fluid. He’s 
dry as a bone.”’ 

Now he is washing the morning dishes. I’m trying to 
write and he wants to know, ‘‘What’s next?’’ Last night, we 
stood along the edge of the sea, looking at the little blue 
pinholes in the sky. ; 

“This,’’ he said solemnly, “is the closest I expect to get 
to heaven.”

‘Untouchables’ Admits 
Out Loud It’s Fiction 


By Cynthia Lowry 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (AP). 


“THE UNTOUCHABLES,” 
ABC’s gang-buster series, is fic- 
tion and, except for a few scat- 
tered programs, always has 
been. And starting last week, the 
network is saying so at the end 
of each program. 

“You just can’t build a series 
on the life of one man,” said 
Robert Stack, who plays Eliot 
Ness in the popular program. 
“There just isn’t enough mate- 
rial to keep it going. Besides, 
many of the real events in a 
man’s life just don’t make 
usable dramatic material.’’ 


The series was the follow- 
through of a two-part show 
adapted from a book, “The Un- 
touchables,’’ written by Ness, a 
Chicago prohibition agent to- 
ward the end of the Dry Era. 
His exploits were primarily con- 
cerned with smashing the Capone 
crime empire. 


But before the series was 
very old, Eliot Ness and his 
intrepid lads were rounding 
up everything from the Bar- 
ker-Karpis gang to the assos- 
sins of Anton Cermak, none of 
whom had much to do with 
bootleg booze, 


The problem with the real 
Ness, of course, is that prohibi- 
tion ended in 193% and so did 
the career of Ness as a prohibi- 
tion agent. The producers of the 
show solved that by turning 
Ness and his aids into federal 
men but with no _ identifiable 
connection with any specific 
service. Sometimes they act like 
FBI men, at others like mem- 
bers of the Secret Service. 

“Weve been trying to make 


Ness the prototype of the com- | 
pletely honest cop and the dedi- | 
cated young man,”’ said Stack. | 
‘‘And we've been trying to make | 


the show interesting theater.’’ 


Early in the game, the pro- | 
ducers tried producing drama- | 
real | 


tized documentaries of 
crimes, sticking with the real 
facts. 

“We tried that with Machine 
Gun Kelly’s career,”’ the actor 
recalled. ‘‘It turned out to be the 
dullest show we ever made.”’ 

Now the writers gather facts 
about real crimes but feel free 
to take liberties in the interest 
of getting an exciting show. 


“It’s an enlargement of 
reality,” Stack explained. 
“Ness is a symbol. Sometimes 
we’ve been able to use real 
situations—as when Ness drove 
a truck right into a Capone 
warehouse. Other times we’ve 
taken a real situation, like the 
Cermak killing, and moved on 
from there to show what might 
have happened. We did that 
with a two-parter about the 
Capone train ride. It didn’t 
happen that way, but it could 
have.” 


Thomas W. Moore, ABC pro- 
gramming vice president, said 
that although a printed disclaim- 
er has always been included in 
the show’s credits, from now on 
an announcer’s voice will inform 
the audience that, while based 
on fact, dramatic, fictional li- 
cense has been taken.
